Tho annual geriernl meeting of the mom- 
bers of the Hougkong’General Chamber of 
Commerce was held in tho Chambor in the 
City Hall this forenoon.

The notice convening the meeting having 
been read by the Secretary, 

The Chairman said :-—Gentlemon, I hope 
that the report which we lay before you to- 
day will satisfy you that your Committce 
and your Secretary have, during the past 
year, paid all possible attention to the gene- 
ral interests which this Chamber has in 
charge. We have thought it to be our 
duty not only to take cognisance of the 
ordiunry questions that concern tho details 
of trada, “but ulso to keop a vigilant leok- 
out on the political situation. think we 
must all admit that the main aprings of the 
political events of the pro-ent day arise out 
of the real of supposed interests of com- 
merea, and tuat in this part.of. the world 
at all events fow political elianges can 
take pluce in which sve all aru not 
directly, or indirectly, interestud. At the 
last meeting of the Chamber 1 drew atten- 
tign to the treaty which had keen concluded 
with Korea. Tho Queen's apecch, as re- 
ported by tolegraph, makes tneution of the 
signing of this treaty’, and thercfore we may 
bo sure it has heon ratified. The letter of 
recommendations which we thought it our 
duty ty make to the Foreign Office abont 
twelve mouths ago will be found printod in 
the repurt, and: it is satiefactory for us to 
feel that nearly all our recommendations 
have been ‘carried ‘out in-the now 
treaty. That’ treaty must be mato the 
-hasia of all national treatiés with Korea, 
Lfeel sure it will cuntribute very greatly 
tw the permanent independence of that 
little kingdom. J think we may entertain 
a hupo that Kores, after a scclusion of 
many centuries, protected by the jealouses 
of the larger powers, will become in time 
an Eastern Belgiim ; at all events by its 
dosire - to. imitate Japan and to move 
forward, Ihave no doubt it will be an in- 
contive to progress in China. . Early 
in-the year we thought it advisable to call 
the attention of the commander-in-chief on 
the station to what, under the circum. 
stances, wa deemed the inadequate protec. 
tion which was afforded to British trade in 
these waters and on the coast.  £ am sure 
the members of the Chamber will acquit us 
of any intontion to bo disrespoctful to 
the gallant admiral ‘of the. ficet on the 
station, whose zeal for thé ‘efficiency and 
well-being of the flect under his command 
is ao woll known, It savas certainly not in 
vu province to make any suggestions as te 
the distribution of the’squadron. but [ sub- 
mit if was our province te call the attention 
of tho propor authorities to the protection of 
a trade which brings so” large a revonue ig 
Great Britzin ; and it is satisfactory to us 
to have received a letter from Lord Derby 
|ia which he informs us that that protection 
| will be agsured for the: future. We also, 
4 during the last few months, have called the 

attontion of the Home Guvdinment to the 

question of Chusan. We @lid not supposo 
jfora moment that the Davis Conveution 
had dropped out of tho sight of the Homa 
Government, but we were not so sure that 
the obligations attendant there on would be 
equally borne in inind ; and our object was 
to enliut in fuyoyr of the maintenance of tha 
Convention the suppart. af Kuglish pahlic 
opinion. . We addressed cur Minister at 
Peking, about t¥o months aga, with re- 
gard to-the intetruption of the naviyabls 
channela in the Canton River, and, sitica 
the Report has been printed, it has been 
very satisfactory tous to have received 
a letter from Sir Harry Parkes in which 
he informa us that he has. made repre- 
gentations to tho Tsung Li Yamep on 
the subject and obtained gijarantors' that 
the channela -ghall not be closed. 1 
will not occupy. your attention by re- 
ferring to. all. tho inatters which are 
mentioned in the report, but thepe, are’ 
two points which are alluded to there of 
considerable importgnad fo the Gham; 
ber and the Colony, one of which ‘is 
the iesue of one dollar bank nates on 
the part of the banks. It may not be 
generally known, what is. the obstacle 
fo the issue of these notes, which we are 
all aware is of yery great inypurtance. to 
the Colony. Every hoyse-kecper ‘knows 
how earnestly theso one dollar notes are 
desired by the Chinese instead of silver 
dollars fur. amall payments. he. coin 
dollar is of an enknown ‘valys ; itg pur:

FetH DAY AT ASAKUSA. 
“(Daily News Corres; nt, 
‘okio, Nov. 2, 

Tokio, tho present capital of Japan, ia 
cightesn miles from’ Yokohama, tho. two 
towna being connected by a lino of railway 
that takes fifty minutes to do the journoy. 
On tho other hand the faro charged is vory 
high, boing four shillings for a first-class 
ticket, and all lugyage must be puid for. 
The railway, like most of. the public works 
in Japan, was constructed by nglishmen, 
and all tho matorial camo from England. 
It is odd in crossing bridges spanning rivers 
in‘ona of the oldest Empires in the world 
to find familiar English names from Bixm- 
ingham or Shoffield. _ The carriages are 
comfortable and well appointed, forming 
ao kind of compromise between the English 
and American system. The first and second 
class aro open from ond to end, the seats be- 
ing placed longitudinally ; but in tho firat- 

carringss a party of six can shut 
themselyea. in and be comfortable in 
traly English fashion. The guards’ and 
tickot collectors aro drossed in neat uniforms. 
The. stations’ at “both termini are spacious 
atone buildings, with every accommodation, 
including thenowspapors in tho waiting-room, 
Displayed on one of the walls of the station 
is the matearological «report of the day, by 
‘which tha traviler waiting for o train can 
learn how the wind in blowing at Nagasaki 
and under what dogroc of atmospheric 
depreasion people nro living in Kyoto. The 
explanation of the ‘chart is printed in 
Japaneso and English.. At Yokohama tho. 
ticket clork understands onough English to 
trananct business with tho foreigner. “His 
colleague at ‘Tokio is more deliberate, ro- 
quiting sn appreciable, space of time to 
grasp the fact that he:is being asked fora 
ticket for Yokohama, But when the ticket 
offica is closed and the clork resting from 
. his dabours, the station at Tokio is a hard 
aco for the Englistunan who knows noth- 
Ing of Japanose. On tho day of my first 
viatt I had occasion to tell the coachman to 
return and mect moat the station at twenty 
minutes past twelve. I tried in various 
ways to make thia cloar to him. I took 
him to tho clock, pointed to the figure 
twelve, and showed how the minute-hand 
. would come to twenty. He had followed 
me throughout with tho short, sharp excla- 
mation, “Hein!” with which Japancse 
acrvants and persons of the lower clasa in- 
dicate that they aro attending to your ins- 
tractions and will haston to obey them. 
But whon it wos all overho bowed to the 

und and stood looking at the clock. T 
Fancy he thought I had been explaining its 
internal arrangements. Nothing could ex- 
coed the politeness of tho officiala whu hap- 
pened to be abuut. They crowded round 
and addressed moat .much length, but 
nothing came of it, and wo parted in des- 
pair, After a briof interval of.rest, I had 
another struggle with the snme result. 
At length, won all seemed dark and my 
engagement imperiled, the coachman said, 
 Paorlez-vous Frangaint” He had, it seem- 

* ed, beon to Paris with the Legation, and 
had learned sufficient French to make inter- 
course for the rest of the day practically in- 
telligible. 

Mr Inouye, the Foreign Minister, had 
boen good enquyh ‘to send one of his se- 
oretaries, with  ecarriago to meot us on 
arrival, and wo drove what-seomed the full 
length of Tokio. Two battos, or runnera, 
aceompanied the carriage, and made things 
lively for the population along the routu. 
A carriago i# @ rare spoctacle in the streets 
of a Japanese town, and. wherever one is 
used tho services of tho betto aro indispon- 
sable, He runs shead shouting at all 
corners, and where necessary, sometinies 
without necessity, pushing aside people in 
tho roadway. Our bettos, wearing tlie 
livery of the Foreign Offico, were na auto- 
cratic as their brethren in plush in Western 
capitals, and surprised many innocent un- 
offending men by pouncing upon then 
from behind and running them out of the 
roadway. People thus treated mado no 
sign of resentment, A nation but jnst de- 
livered from the tyranny of the two-swordod 
men regards official bettos as quite gentle 
creatures, te 

Tokio is w widoly differont place from 
Yokohama, .The European settloment is 
but a town of yesterday, Tokio, as it is 
now called, Yodo os it was named up to 
the period of the dethronement of the 
Tycoon, was an important place in the year 
1601, when it auffered the first of a long 
aerios of. fires. In 1808 the Mikudo visited 
Tukio for the first time, and in the follow- 

- ing it became tho recognised seat of 
the Govornmont. Ita Population is roughly 
estimated at a million, but authorities fix 
it at $06,000, This is a large numnbor to 
housa in small, two-storied tenemontas, and 
accordingly Toldo stretches itself ont in all 
directions till:it covers on area of cight 
square miles. There is s nothing Euro- 
pean sbout it, ox here and thore an 
official in Potticoat-lano dress, Thero are 
pavements in the principal stracta, bit as 

. © tale the people profer the roadway, 

--aver which they literally swarm. We 
drove through miles of streets all densely 
populated, with the bettoa running 
on shead, perspiring and shouting with 
inordinate vigour. We were bound for 
the public gardens at Shiba, where a 
pleasant lunchoon was served in a treo- 
embowored café. Afterwards wo went to 
visit the temple of Sen-so-ji, at Asakusa 
(pronounced Asaksa). It was tho first fine 
day after long continued rain, and being a 
festival to boot, it seemed that al! Tokiu 
had poured into the grounds within which 
the temple stands. The way is banked on 
either aide by long rows of booths, which, 
with the gay and laughing throng, male the 
place scom more like a fair than tho y 

roach ‘to a famous and venerated tomple. 
1 fate day belonged to the God of Happi- 
ness, whose favour was accured by the pur- 
chaso of a jimerack contrivance sold in 
many of the booths. This was trade of pieces 
of stick ‘croasod at right angles, with a 
thicker piece something after the fashinn of 
8 chip's mast and yardarms, Tho spars 
were decorated with bits of coloured papor, 
ribbon, and artificial flowers. It might 
have served to while away an idle bourwith 
a British two-year-old haby. Hero it was 
reverently and hopefully carried by grown- 
up men sud. women, who were. taking it 
homp to hang up in an honoured place where 
it would securo happiness for the rest of tho 
yoor. I saw two sailors belonging to 1 Ja- 

* panese man-of-war carrying on* of 0 toys 
carefully wrepped in paper lest the sun might 
tarnish its glory, or the rude wind ruifte 
it. Inthe booths were sold toys, awact- 
meats, cakes, tea, sakd, these contrivances 
for securing happiness, aud sced for the 
doves that build their nests in the roof of 
the templc. One stream sras passing up- 

ward to the steps of the temple, tho other 
retarning. Falling in with that om the 
Tight hand sida wa slowly. made our way. 
under the hot raya of the November sun 
and amid the dust sent up by the tramp- 
fing of 10,000 feet. Our progress was ¢ 

Kees rapid by reason of the rarity of Buro- 
pean mixture with such ® crowd. The 
wien of our ¥ were dismissed from con- 
midoration after a rapid glance. But the 

- Aadies, their dress, their bonnets, their 
glovas, their boots, and thair way of doing 
Their. hair, were phenomena which must be 
ol examined, even at the risk of bring- 
ing the whele procession to a halt. Thero 

‘was no rudeness or. hustling. It simply 

came ‘to this, that the God of Heppiness,

waiting for their turn. Some of the Japa- 
neso have the comfortable doctrine that any 
ain which may beset them is duo to actions 
accomplished in a former state of exiatence, 
Wishing to be quit of this sin thoy como 
and turn tho wheel, praying to the little 
bronze and gilt: monatrosity sqnatied above 
the wheels, and oven na the whedl revolves 
this evil influence may speedily run itsdourse 
tothe end. A heap of amall pebbles were 
disposed about tha iniago.. I thought this, 
waa thie work of 5 rival sect, who has been 
stoning Ji-zo. But our learned guide in- 
formed us that these had been brought 
hither by tho loving hands of childlcas_mo- 
thers, yearning for tho well-being of little 
onea they had loat. Lt socms that in the 
other world thera is a hag who haunta the 
river So-dau-kawa, and whenever a little 
child appears in sight roba it of its clothes 
and sets it to the tusk of piling up stones 
on the river bank. Thess pcbbles are the 
mother’s offoring to lighten tho task of her 
child. Presently (it must be somo time in ; 
tho dend of tho night) the good Ji-zo will 

move his inadequate little legs beneath his 

great paunch, get some expression into the 

inanity of ‘his smooth brazen faco, and hie 

him off with the load of pebbles to cheer 

the little children. 

At the end of the row of booths, with its 
many colours and its moving throng, is the 
big rod temple. At tho top of tho steps, 
within view of the screened altar, wasa 
box eight feet long and about two wide, 
covered in at the top with 2 wooden framo- 
work of gridiron shape. Thero was no 
need to question tho use of this contriv- 
ance. A’ devout multitude thronging the 
steps showered copper coins upon the gri- 
diron, behind which they disappeared and 
tho record ended. The-act of dovotion 
before the shrino was quickly performed. 
Tho gods of the Buddhist mythology havo 
a good deal to do. Like Baal, whom Elijah 
mocked, peradventure at the moment 
Kwan-non or Bindzuree is approached he 
sleepeth, of has guno om a journey, and it 
is necessary to call his attention to the 
petition before him. In‘ most of the temples 
thero isa gong with pondant rope, which 
being pulled, strikes the gong and lots the 
god know that somo one is around, At 
Asakusa this desirable end is attained by 
clapping hands. T saw a little baby release 
its hands from tho confinement of its 
mother's dress and clap them whilst it 
crowed w tittle prayer, Tho wholo- busi- 
ness isover in a few seconds, Holding out 
his hand straight before “him the worship. 
pors brings his palms together emartly two 
or three times, bends the head over the 
closed-palms, niuttors a prayer, and goes hig 
way, not forgetting the gaping gridiron- 
box. Thero are many gods in tho temple, 
xarying in popularity. C esoly runnin ‘Ji-zo 
in the affection of the peuple is Bindzura, 
upon whom Buddha conferred the power of 
curing all. human ills. Theres was an eager 
throng round this idol; men and women of 
all ages gravely rubbing the knee, the back 
the cheat, the foot, or the face of the grotes- 
que image, and then rubbing the currespond- 
ing part of their own body. By thia means 
local affections aro cithor alleviated or finally 
cured, Not far from the templo is the 
Kinzo, a structure from which it is evident 
asmart American took the idea of the revolv- 
ing library which has. found its way 
to many studious homes in Eng- 
land, In this ure atorad a complete edition 
of the Buddhist scriptures, nearly “7,000 
volumes in all. This library possesses o 
gitt which unhappily does not extend to 
modern modifications at home. It is decreed 
and written-over the book-case that any one 
who will causo tho library to revolve twics on 
ita axis shall have secured all the bene- 
fita naturally accruing from sitting down 
and roading the books through from Vol. 
1 to 6,771 inclusive. Another shrino, 
erectod to a four-syllable god, the spelling 
of whose namo I forget, is noticeable for 
slips of paper stuck on the wire grating. 
Thoy aro placed there by persons who hare 
asked this polysyllabic deity to grant them’ 
a special favour, Although thousands of 
Blij e--attached in the courao of a week 
the aggregate number never inoreases, 
since the last comer takes away the strip of 
his predecessor and accepts it as the answor 
to his prayer, a game of cross question and 
crooked answer which must sometimes 
be a little embarrassing, All this eericusly 
looked at is piteons to contemplate, but 
there is nothing serious about the multituds 
that throng the steps of the temple and 
from its hel his are seen surging on in ap- 
parently endless stren},- This is a fate day, 
Tho sun is shining forth after weeks of rain, 
and they are out fora holiday, which they 
meau to enjoy. They take to theirpleasure 
cheerily and gently, There is no pushing 
or jostling, and not a tipsy porson in the 
10,000. They drink tea, a faintly yellow 


liquid, outof tiny cups, and if they'take a 
cup or two of .sakdé it. does not affect thoir 
outward behaviour. - Their politencss is 
unbounded, A man or'woman of the poct» 
est class approaching an acquaintance 
bends as lowly before him as if he wera the 
Mikado. They are slways laughing out of 
pure lightheartedness, and dq not tar their 
holiday with excess of any kind waless it be 
of devotion.
